HERBERT M. BERGEN 


Born September 7, 1897, in a sod house built by his father near Delmont, South Dakota, 
which is still standing as a monument to the pioneer homesteaders of that territory. 


Moved to Orange, California, in March, 1898, where he lived on a 40 acre vineyard and 
citrus grove. Attended grade school and high school in Orange. 


Started his lifelong collecting interests at ten years of age by buying Scotts Stamp Catalogue 
in 1907 and still has his original beginner’s collection. In 1909, while carrying newspapers, 
Herb switched to coin collecting when the Indian Head cent was replaced by the Lincoln cent. 


After graduation from high school in 1914 Herb attended the University of Michigan, where 
he majored in geology, until entering the U.S. Army in 1918 for service in World War I as 
2nd Lt. of Infantry. 


Following discharge from the army in 1919 he went to work in the Wyoming oil fields for a 
short time. Upon returning home to California Herb married his high school sweetheart, 
Otta L. Birnbaum, in 1920. Through almost 56 years of married life Otta was his constant 
companion and most avid supporter of his collecting activities until her passing in April, 
1976. They had two daughters and a son and twelve grandchildren. 


While devoting more and more time to oil exploration and production he moved to Fullerton 
in 1928 where he was nearer most of the oil producing areas. Herb made his home in 
Fullerton, and this has remained his home ever since. 


As a professional geologist and petroleum engineer his work took him to all parts of 
California and other oil producing states, as well as Canada and Mexico. In the early 1930’s 
Herb was busy in the citrus and avacado business as well as his petroleum activities. 


During this time he became more and more interested in the hobby of coin collecting and 
numismatic studies and made the rounds of the early coin dealers—Ed and Kenny Lee in 
Glendale, Sam Koeppel in Los Angeles and several noted vest pocket dealers. In 1939 Herb 
joined the A.N.A. as member #7287 and life member #726 soon after. In 1959 he was elected 
2nd Vice President, then Vice President in 1967 and President in 1969. 


Among his many club activities was Cal-State Numismatic Ass’n. where he was always active 
and served as president from 1959-1961. With Dr. C. Glenn Curtis, Joe Steele, Howard 
Robinson and other collectors from Orange County he co-founded the Orange County Coin 
Club in May, 1939, the third coin club to be organized in Southern California. Herb later 
served as president of this club and then as its secretary for 17 years (1947-1964). 


He has long been a member of the Numismatic Ass’n. of Southern California, the Token and 
Medal Society, the California Exonumist Society, the Sociedad Numismatica De Mexico, and 
many other state and local clubs. 


Herb was appointed to the 1971 Assay Commission by President Nixon and elected Chair- 
man by the Commission members; also was appointed by President Nixon as a member of 
the 1976 Bicentennial Commission. 


Space doesn’t permit a listing of his many awards, which include the A.N.A. Medal of Merit 
in 1972 and the Farren Zerbe award in 1974, the Cal-State Medal of Merit, the Krause 
Numismatic Ambassador award and many others. 


Herb Bergen will long be remembered for his constant efforts to make the A.N.A. the most 
meaningful and best numismatic organization in the U.S. His work in revitalizing the club 
representatives program, as editor of the A.N.A. Club Bulletin, as well as chairing the 
finance and budget committee, the planning committee and personnel committee during 
those first hectic years at A.N.A’s new home and headquarters in Colorado Springs were 
only a few of Herb’s many endeavors. During his term of office many projects were initiated 
and completed. With his great business and organizational know-how, plus the backing of 
many others, the A.N.A. Authentication and Certification Service became a reality as well as 
the A.N.A. collector insurance plan, now widely used by A.N.A. members. 


Despite the myriad of activities and accomplishments, Herb still found time to support the 
Boy Scouts, champion and support the founding of St. Jude’s Hospital, serve on many civic 
committees and speak and exhibit at coin clubs. 


His main interest in coins has always been U.S., although he collected scrip, tokens and 
foreign coins like most of us. Many years ago he set his goal to assemble a complete set of 
every coin minted at the San Francisco mint (not including gold). He almost accomplished his 
goal. He got every coin in as choice condition as availability and finances would permit (from 
1854 to 1974) except two coins—the 1894 dime and 1870 dollar. This wonderful collection 
was on exhibit in the newly refurbished U.S. Mint in San Francisco until recently. 


A second longtime project has been the acquisition of every die variety of the early quarters 
as listed by Browning. Today his collection ranks as perhaps one of the finest in existence. 


The completeness and condition of the coins in this sale is testimony to the knowledge, 
perseverance and know-how of one of our finest numismatists. Few men possess the sim- 


plicity, honesty and inordinate ‘‘purity of soul’’ of Herb Bergen.

THE SAN FRANCISCO MINT COLLECTION 


Mr. Bergen exhibited his collection of over 400 ‘‘S’’ mint coins at the Old Mint in San 
Francisco for nearly five years. It was viewed and enjoyed by countless visitors. 


The collection remained on view until the convention of the California State Numismatic 
Association was concluded in April of this year, at which time the collection was delivered to 
US. 


In some instances we were able to integrate the coins into their proper sequence. Where this 
was not possible the ‘‘S’’ mint coins appear at the end of each series to enable the collector of 


a particular type to locate them without difficulty.

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EARLY QUARTER DOLLARS 
By Herbert M. Bergen 


When I purchased the Newcomer collection of Early United States Quarter Dollars 
(1796-1838) from the long time dealer and numismatist, Norman Shultz of Salt Lake 
City, nearly forty years ago, I also acquired what was then considered, and still is, 
the best researched book, ‘‘Early Quarter Dollars’’ compiled and written by A. W. 
Browning and published by the noted dealer and numismatist, Wayte Raymond. 


The collection I acquired consisted of a date set of the series in uncirculated and 
extremely fine condition. It did not extend to the many die varieties and mintage 
combinations that Browning found in his search and study covering a period of 
seven years. I was fascinated by the work that Browning did and presented in such a 
thorough fashion by detailed description showing both sides of each listed coin. So I 
committed myself to form a collection of all his listed varieties, numbering 90, from 
a total of 6,624,029 quarter dollars that were minted in 26 years of mintage. 


It was a long and sometimes discouraging search before I was able to complete my 
collection of all the varieties listed by Browning, excepting the two 1827 quarters 
which I could have acquired, but did not do so because their extreme rarity made 
their cost higher than I could afford to bear, even in the early years of my search. 


Altho I felt disappointed in my failure to acquire the two 1827 varieties, I was 
otherwise rewarded by finding twelve die or sub-die varieties in six years of the early 
quarter mintage period that Browning did not find and list. My record of these is as 
noted. 


Altho Browning’s work was found in my collecting experience to be very accurate, 
several errors were found which appear to be typographical and overlooked in proof 
reading. They are as follows: 


(a) In his 1821 No. 4 description it reads ‘‘reverse is the same as 1820 No. 3.’’ This 
should read ‘‘reverse is the same as 1820 No. 2.”’ 

(b) In his 1831 No. 2 description it reads ‘‘eagle has no tongue.”’ It should read 
‘eagle has a tongue.”’ This is proven by looking at Browning’s photos of all 
the 1831 varieties, No. 2, 3, and 4 all show tongues. No. 1, 5 and 6 do not show 
a tongue. Walter Breen noted Browning’s tongue error in his **Scrapbook 
Notes.”’ 
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Browning noted the rarity status of the varieties, terming them common, scarce, 
rare, and very rare. My collecting experience confirmed his findings in most cases. 
An exception was the 1806 No. 8 which he rated scarce. I found it to be very rare 
because it was the last one I needed to complete the Browning list and the specimen I 
found was only good to very good. Other Browning collectors reported the same 
experience. A very fine specimen was listed in a 1945 sale by Abner Kreisberg. This 
could have been the Browning photo plate specimen. On the other hand, there were 
several that Browning reported as very rare having found only one in seven years, 
for which I found more than one or two specimens. 


Another point about collecting Early Quarter Dollar die varieties is that for years I 
tried to pursuade the publishers of the ‘‘Guide Book’’ (Red Book) to list the 
varieties, but without success, because I was told there were not enough collectors in 
this special field to warrant listing them with current prices. In time I feel that we 
will have more and more collectors involved and that eventually a separate listing 
will be made in the yearly catalogue. 


There is a period during the minting of the Early Quarter Dollars that deserves 
comments and some extended discussion. This period covers the decade from 1820 
to 1830 where we find many strange things happening that pertain to usage of dies 
which resulted in re-engraving, overdating and odd combinations or die marriages. 
This same kind of strange practice is also evident in the coining of dimes and half 
dollars during that decade. 


For example, in the quarter dollar issues we find that in 1821 three reverse dies of 
1820 were used and only one 1821 reverse die was made and used. In 1822 the 
engravers mistook a half dollar die for use in striking a quarter dollar and then 
corrected the error. Quarter dollars minted in 1823 are all 1823 over 22 overdates on 
the obverse while the one reverse die used appears to be a 1822 reverse that was 
worked over. The mint record for 1824 does not show the number of coins struck in 
that year. The date on the obverse shows a 4 cut over a 2, altho the features of the 
die differ in several respects from the obverse dies used to strike 1822 and 1823 
coins. 


The 1825 quarter dollars bring up more questions and collector controversy than the 
earlier 1824 mintage. Browning lists two varieties, a 1825/22 and a 1825/23, both 
overdates. The obverse dies of both appear to be dies of previous years, with a 1824 
reverse die used to strike the 1825/22, while a new reverse die was used to strike the 
1825/23 coins. In a number of sales dealers have listed another variety with an 
obverse 1825/24. Browning must have examined some of the so-called 1825/24 coins 
that were advertised, but all appeared to be like the Browning 1825/23 No. 3, with 
No. | reverse. 
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In the Stack sale of the Miles collection in 1969 the catalogue lists four quarter 
dollars as follows: 


Lot 894, a 1824 brilliant unc. with photo of both sides. 

Lot 895, a 1835/22 brilliant unc. with photo of both sides. 

Lot 896, a 1825/23 brilliant unc. with no photo. 

Lot 897, a 1825/24 brilliant unc. with photo of both sides, and the comment ‘‘the 
cross stroke, and diagonal are easily seen. This overdate is by far the rarest of the 
group.”’ 


It was apparent from the photo of the reverse of Lot 897 that it was the same as 
Browning No. 3. However, the porous quality of the catalogue paper did not permit 
a high magnification examination of the date on the obverse so that no evidence of 
any overdate could be discerned. Examination of all the obverse features shown by 
the photograph, especially the alignment of the stars and spacing of the numbers in 
the date made it certain that the obverse die Lot 897 was identical to the Browning 
1825/23 No. 2 and No. 3 varieties. This would rule out the suggestion that the Miles 
1825/24 coin could have originated from a 1824/22 Browning No. | obverse, whose 
features differ from the 1825/23 Browning No. 2 or No. 3 coins. Unfortunately I did 
not ask to see and examine Lot No. 897. It should also be noted that Walter Breen in 
his 1954 ‘‘Scrapbook Notes’’ on Early Quarters does not list a 1825/24. It would be 
interesting to know if he examined the Miles Lot 897 specimen.

THE RALPH A. MITCHELL COLLECTION 
OF 
BRYAN MONEY 

The following consignment of Bryan Money, tokens of the Presidential campaigns of 1896 and 1900, was 
assenbled over a period of many years by Mr. Mitchell, represents one of the most complete offerings of 
listed and unlisted varieties of this interesting part of our history. Farran Zerbe’s reference work, printed 
in ‘The Numismatist’’, July 1926. was the source of our descriptions and comments. Though published 
in 1926 it is still considered the finest and most complete work on Bryan Money. The controversy over the 
backing of our currency and our monetary policy is still a matter of debate as it was in 1896. We have 
excerpted the following from Mr. Zerbe’s work to give those unfamiliar with this series some 
background. 


“The tokens associated with the Presidential campaigns of 1896 and 1900, in opposition to the candidate 
and his platform advocating the free coinage of silver at the ration of 16 to 1 with gold, are now generally 
known as Bryan Money by numismatists, the name being adopted from the legend appearing on several 
of the types. 
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BRYAN MONEY 


These tokens have a closer relation to numismatics than ordinary political tokens, in that they epitomize 
both seriously and satirically, theories and contentions by a nation politically divided on the question of 
what should be its standard in money, one division supporting a single standard—gold—and opposed by 
those who advocated a bi-metal standard—both gold and silver—the ratio to be that sixteen ounces of 
silver would be equal in value to one ounce of gold—and that both metals should be coined free. 


In the two campaigns, 1896 and 1900, the Republican party, with William McKinley of Ohio, as its 
candidate for President endorsed a single standard—gold—and was successful. The Democratic and 
several lesser parties had William Jennings Bryan, of Nebraska, for their Presidential candidate, and 
advocated the free coinage of silver, and to be standard money with gold at the ration of 16to 1. 


Bryan Money is now of particular interest to a good number of collectors and rivalry for possession of 
rarities is sufficient to cause some varieties to find a market at prices that surpass that which is obtained 
for rarities in other classes of political tokens. 


Bryan Money is unique as a series. The monetary-political issue, conditions and temperament of the time, 
and the tolerance of disregard for the letter of the law, all being, in favorable conjunction, made possible 
what never before or may never again occur-such a large and interesting variety of grotesque political 
satires in metal. Certainly not with devices in similitude to coins.”’
